Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least,  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town*  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in.  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.)

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  and 
once  again  the  Chairmanships  were  divided1  with  Mr.  Torres 
chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen ;  Mr.  Benevides, 
Board  of  Welfare,  and  Mr.  Linhares,  Board  of  Health.  Miss 
Marion  Walker  was  appointed  as  clerk  to  each  Board. 

Fifty-one  weekly  and  ten  special  meetings  were  held  with 
five  absentees  on  sick  leave  or  vacation.  Several  joint  meetings 
were  held  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Committees  to  discuss 
and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have  been 
properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements  com¬ 
pleted  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level, 
where  and  when  convenient,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experience  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended 
on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  projects  in  behalf 
of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officials  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors,  and  are  contained  in  the  clerk’s  annual  report.  Annual 
reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments  as 
required  by  law  are  contained  in  the  1965  Town  Officers  Report. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 
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The  Town’s  efforts  to  procure  a  Federal  Grant  for  funds 
to  construct  the  new  Town  Office  Building"  and  addition  to  the 
Highway  Garage  have  been  to  no  avail.  It  is  the  feeling  of 
the  Board  that  unless  something  is  forthcoming  prior  to  the 
Town  Meeting,  the  Town  wil  be  forced  to  meet  the  entire  cost 
of  both  projects  this  year.  The  urgent  need  for  additional 
school  space  by  September  1966  makes  it  mandatory  that  we 
resolve  this  problem  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Williams  Street  Project  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  August  1965  and  in  the  opinion  of  all  concerned, 
resulted  in  a  vast  improvement  in  the  area.  The  layout  for 
the  second  phase  will  be  completed  shortly  and  will  be  followed 
by  the  necessary  land-takings. 

A  surveyor  has  been  hired  and  has  started  the  Chestnut 
Street  Layout;  a  project  we  plan  to  start  in  1966  along  with 
extending  the  road  at  the  Nike  Site  into  the  Carpenterville 
section  of  Town. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  on  September  29,  1965  it  was 
voted  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  the  Nike-Ajax 
Launcher  Site  in  a  manner  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town.  A  public  auction  was  held  on  the  sixth  of  November 
and  the  property  was  sold  to  Mr.  Frohman  Anderson.  Mr. 
Anderson  intends  to  develop  the  property  into  an  industrial 
site  which  will  be  most  beneficial  to  the  Town. 

A  new  automatic  sanding  body  was  purchased  for  the 
Street  Department  and  mounted  on  a  chassis  procured  from 
Civil  Defense  (surplus  property)  through  the  efforts  of  our 
C.  D.  Director,  Fred  Rebello.  The  Town  also  purchased  a  new 
dump  truck  and  snow  plow,  and  are  in  the  process  of  obtain¬ 
ing  a  new  front-end  loader.  Two-way  radios  have  been  in¬ 
stalled  in  all  highway  vehicles  as  we  continue  to  keep  our 
service  departments  as  modern  and  up-to-date  as  our  budget 
will  allow. 

The  State  Legislature’s  inability  to  provide  some  form 
of  tax  relief  for  the  property-owner  leaves  the  Cities  and 
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Towns  in  the  State  facing  the  problem  of  meeting  the  ever- 
increasing  cost  of  government  by  adding  to  the  heavy  burden 
already  being  carried  by  the  taxpayer.  Today,  more  than  ever, 
the  needs  and  requirements  of  our  community  must  be  met 
in  a  manner  to  insure  growth  and  prosperity  while  remaining 
fully  cognizant  of  the  tremendous  burden  already  being  as¬ 
sumed  by  the  taxpayer. 

We  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Citizens, 
Town  Officials  and  Employees  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
performance  of  duty.  Especially  to  all  Town  Employees;  we 
recognize  your  everlasting  loyalty  and  many  services  to  the 
Town.

The  Committee  completed  its  work  in  1964  with  the 
erection  of  two  granite  monuments  and  a  bronze  placque.  A 
granite  monument  was  unveiled  in  front  of  the  Town  Ceme¬ 
tery  on  Elm  Street  commemorating  the  work  of  Jared  Talbot 
in  the  founding  of  Dighton  and  the  location  of  his  home,  the 
first  frame  house  in  Dighton. 

Another  granite  monument  was  erected  on  Brook  Street 
at  the  corner  of  Pine  Street  near  the  site  of  the  “Buck  Plain” 
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Meeting  House  to  commemorate  the  action  of  Dighton  Citizens 
of  1776,  who  in  Town  Meeting  “Pledged  their  lives  and  for- 
tuns”  to  support  the  action  against  the  “King  of  Grate  Bri¬ 
tain”.  The  site  of  this  marker  is  on  a  perpetuating  easement 
generously  given  by  Bel  Farms,  Inc.  This  easement  is  grate¬ 
fully  appreciated  by  the  people  of  Dighton. 

A  bronze  placque  designed  by  Allison  Macomber,  noted 
Sculptor  of  Dighton,  was  placed  on  the  corridor  wall  of  the 
Dighton  Junior  High  School  in  memory  of  the  Revolutionary 
War  exploits  of  Silas  Talbot,  who  was  born  in  Dighton  on 
January  21,  1751.  In  placing  this  placque  at  the  Junior  High 
School,  it  is  hoped  that  a  lesson  from  the  life  of  Silas  Talbot, 
who  considered  his  idea  of  liberty  and  freedom,  “greater  than 
life  itself”,  would  encourage  our  boys  and  girls  to  greater  love 
of  our  country. 

A  speaking  program  of  dedication  which  followed  the 
unveiling  was  held  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  appropriation  made  at  Town  Meeting  was  $2,000.00, 
of  which  $1,883.05  was  spent. 

A  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Miss  Helen  Lane,  Mrs. 
Elaine  Varley,  and  Mrs.  Helen  Brown  assumed  the  task  of 
visiting,  charting,  and  recording  all  markers  in  the  scattered 
family  and  private  cemeteries  in  Dighton.  These  records,  an 
excellent  job  well  done,  were  put  in  book  form  and  are  kept 
by  the  Town  Historian,  to  make  them  readily  available  for 
research  in  genealogy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

Public  Assistance  was  rendered  to  50  cases  representing 
76  persons  during  the  year,  with  total  expenditures  in  the 
amount  of  $61,339.83.  Assistance  is  administered  in  accordance 
with  established  rules  and  regulations  of  State  and  Federal 
governments;  in  order  that  the  town  may  receive  maximum 
reimbursements  of  funds  expended  under  the  various  cate¬ 
gories  of  relief. 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  cases  consisted 
of  8,  representing  28  persons.  Total  expenditures  amounted  to 
$11,738.61.  Federal  reimbursements  were  received  in  the 
amount  of  $5,529.50  with  State  receipts  of  $3,213.71,  therefore 
net  town  expense  was  $2,995.40  for  this  category  of  relief. 

Disability  Assistance  was  furnished  to  3  cases  with  total 
expenditures  of  $2,494.65.  Federal  reimbursements  amounted 
to  $1,498.50,  supplemented  by  State  receipts  of  $125.33.  Net 
town  expense  was  $960.82  to  meet  the  needs. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  was  rendered  to  9  cases 
with  total  expenditures  in  the  amount  of  $17,569.89.  Fedral 
reimbursemnts  amounted  to  $9,164.94  with  State  receipts  of 
$5,706.11,  therfore  net  town  expense  was  $2,698.84. 

Old  Age  Assistance  was  rendered  to  21  cases  with  total 
expenditures  amounting  to  $26,478.94.  Federal  reimbursements 
were  received  in  the  amount  of  $10,252.15  with  State  reim¬ 
bursements  of  $9,886.86  or  net  town  expense  of  $6,339.93. 

General  Relief  was  granted  to  9  cases  representing  15 
persons,  with  total  costs  of  $3,057.74.  State  reimbursements 
amounted  to  $661.18,  the  balance  of  $2,396.56  was  net  town 
expense.  This  category  is  non-Federally  matched. 
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The  Town  Appropriation  of  $44,000.00  for  Public  Assist¬ 
ance  to  include  all  categories  showed  a  balance  of  $6,161.23, 
for  the  reason  that  only  Federal  reimbursements  are  applied 
directly  to  the  respective  accounts.  State  reimbursements  are 
credited  to  the  Departmental  Revenue  Account  rather  than 
categories  of  relief. 

Administrative  expenditures  totaled  $9,218.19.  Federal 
reimbursements  amounted  to  $5,471.53  with  State  receipts  of 
$1,716.92,  therefore  town  assumed  balance  of  $2,029.74  as 
net  costs. 

The  Christmas  Fund  contribution  of  $500.00,  donated  by 
the  Taunton  Greyhound  Association  is  acknowledged  with 
thanks.  Appreciation  is  expressed  to  individuals,  organizations 
and  scouts,  who  so  generously  donated  food  and  clothing  for 
relief  recipients  and  the  needy.  The  co-operation  and  efficient 
services  rendered  by  town  officials  and  personnel,  is  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledged.

The  Board  of  Health  was  required  to  expend  $4,045.87 
in  the  year  1965  to  provide  the  town  with  health  and  sanitation 
services. 

The  Sanitation  Inspector,  Mr.  Leo  Duffy,  performed  68 
inspections  for  sanitation  permits  and  34  inspections  for  new 
building  construction. 

Mr.  Donald  French,  the  planning  inspector  and  Mr.  John 
DeCambra,  assistant  plumbing  inspector  made  71  inspections 
for  installation  and  replacing  of  plumbing. 

The  town  dumps  were  bulldozed  numerous  times  this 
year,  and  it  seems,  that  because  of  its  shrinking  size,  the  dump 
in  the  north  end  of  town  will  have  to  be  bulldozed  quite  fre¬ 
quently,  in  the  future. 

All  cases  of  communicable  disease  that  are  treated  by 
area  doctors  are  reported  to  the  local  board  and  kept  on  record. 
There  were  numerous  clinics  this  year  conducted  by  the  town 
physician  who  was  assisted  by  the  town  nurse  and  the  school 
nurse  for  the  immunization  of  school  and  pre-school  children.

A  record  number  of  children  attended  the  Playgrounds 
this  summer.  They  participated  in  games,  sport  events  and 
hobby  activities.  In  the  month  of  August,  we  had  our  “Kiddies 
Day”  which  started  at  9  A.M.  and  was  officially  opened  by 
Senator  Parker  and  Miss  Taunton.  The  morning  consisted  of 
field  events  and  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  winners.  At  Noon, 
hot  dogs  and  soda  were  served  free  of  charge  up  to  1  P.M. — 
2,575  hot  dogs  were  served  plus  4,000  drinks  of  soda.  After 
lunch,  we  had  a  colorful  parade  consisting  of  five  musical 
marching  units,  State  Officials,  Miss  Fall  River,  and  numerous 
other  participants.  After  the  parade,  Lt.  Gov.  Elliot  Richard¬ 
son  spoke,  along  with  Asst.  Atty.  Gen.  David  Turner,  Register 
of  Deeds  Henry  Crapo,  State  Rep.  Antone  Aguiar  and  Town 
Selectmen.  Mr.  Percy  Simmons  of  the  Dighton  Lions  Club 
presented  gifts  to  the  King  &  Queen  of  each  playground. 
Lt.  Gov.  Richardson  presented  a  basketball  to  Jeffrey  Ashcroft 
from  Bob  Cousy.  The  day  ended  with  everyone  exhausted  but 
happy. 

In  the  winter  months  we  started  to  prepare  for  our 
Christmas  Tree  Lighting  and  when  Christmas  came,  the  Town 
shone  a  little  brighter  with  two  trees  decorated  plus  the  Jr. 
High  School.  The  Lions  Club  served  refreshments  in  the  school 
cafeteria.  A  musical  program  was  held  in  the  auditorium  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  Dighton  Jr.  High  Band  under  the  direction  of

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT— 1965 


The  Dighton  Conservation  Commission  met  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month  during  the  first  six  months  of  the 
year. 

Acquisition  of  a  suitable  piece  of  land  on  the  Taunton 
River  in  the  Dighton  Park  area  was  the  one  accomplishment 
of  the  year.  This  was  a  piece  of  property  offered  to  the  town 
at  cost  by  Mr.  Frohman  Anderson  and  the  property  was 
purchased  in  May. 

Representatives  from  the  Department  of  Natural  Re¬ 
sources  came  to  Dighton  on  request.  They  inspected  the  site 
and  gave  tentative  approval  of  the  site  and  application  was 
made  for  State  reimbursement  for  the  land  acquisition. 

The  Selectmen  were  informed  in  December  that,  through 
a  technicality  in  the  annual  Town  Warrant  article,  the  applica¬ 
tion  could  not  be  approved.  A  procedure  as  to  how  this  can 
be  corrected  was  suggested. 

Failure  to  get  the  expected  approval  in  1965  will  delay 
for  a  year  or  more  the  planned  development  of  a  suitable 
public  landing. 

Other  possible  conservation  projects  have  been  discussed 
and  deferred  until  the  landing  project  is  completed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HISTORIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Townspepole  of  Dighton: 

With  the  help  of  Mrs.  Russell  Varley  and  Mrs.  Carlton 
Brown,  I  have  continued  to  read  and  copy  inscriptions  on  old 
grave  stones.  We  have  completed  all  that  we  are  able  to  find 
except  a  few  in  the  Unitarian  Cemetery.  We  would1  appreciate 
any  information  that  might  help  us  to  locate  others. 

We  have  followed  the  river  bank  of  the  Segreganset  River 
from  Brook  Street  to  Center  Street  to  photograph  the  lovely 
curves  and  rocky  shores  before  they  are  changed  by  the 
activities  of  the  Somerset  water  supply.  We  were  delighted  to 
locate  the  sites  of  two  old  mills  on  the  stretch  near  Center 
Street.  The  flaxseed-oil  mill  was  reached  both  from  Pine  Street 
and  from  Center  Street.  The  tack  mill  of  the  Nathaniel 
Leonard  family  was  on  a  walled  island  farther  down  stream. 
The  narrow  enclosures  where  the  water  wheels  hung  may 
be  seen,  as  well  as  ramps  where  ox  teams  probably  brought 
heavy  loads  up  to  the  mills. 

The  wild,  rocky  stream  bed  with  ripling  falls,  from  Center 
Street  down  to  the  mill  sites,  is  notable  both  for  its  historical 
significance  and  for  its  beauty. 

I  have  continued  to  collect  old  papers,  photographs  and 
newspaper  clippings.  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  lent  or 
given  articles  for  this  collection.

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton  and  over  Radio  Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  also 
WPRP,  Providence,  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  no  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High 
School  unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to 
close.  In  the  event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically 
announced  over  the  redio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton,  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  Principals,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  the  School 
Nurse. 


Personnel 

At  the  close  of  the  1964-65  school  year  we  were  very 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  all  but  two  of  our  regular 
faculty  members.  Mrs.  Roberta  Reynolds,  a  first  grade  teach¬ 
er,  left  to  be  at  home  and  Everett  Jose,  a  social  studies 
teacher  left  to  work  in  Nebraska. 

Mrs.  Dolores  C.  Johnson,  a  graduate  of  Salve  Regina 
College,  was  hired  to  teach  fourth  grade.  Mrs.  Johnson 
formerly  taught  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island  and  Freetown, 
Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Paul  Johnson,  no  relative  of  the  above,  was  hired  to 
teach  social  studies.  Mr.  Johnson  is  a  graduate  of  Barrington 
College  and  did  his  student  teaching  in  Warren,  Rhode  Island. 

Mrs.  Jacqueline  Cunniff,  a  graduate  of  State  College  at 
Bridgewater,  was  hired  as  an  extra  teacher  at  the  Junior 
High  School  to  take  care  of  the  increase  in  enrollment. 

Both  physical  education  supervisors  and  the  elementary 
vocal  music  supervisor  left.  Mr.  Horner,  boys  physical  educa¬ 
tion  went  to  Nebraska.  Miss  Shanahan,  girls  physical  educa¬ 
tion  left  to  work  elsewhere  and  Mrs.  Brandes  is  teaching  in 
Scituate,  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  John  Masciarelli,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  is 
teaching  boys  physical  education.  Miss  Kaaren  Harrington,  a 
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graduate  of  Rhode  Island  College  is  teaching  girls  physical 
education.  Miss  Harrington  formerly  taught  in  Providence. 

Miss  Clare  Driscoll  was  hired  to  teach  vocal  music.  She 
had  taught  in  Newton,  Weston  and  Dartmouth.  However,  due 
to  circumstances  in  her  home  she  had  to  resign  as  she  found 
she  could  not  commute  from  Boston.  This  position  is  open 
at  the  present  time. 

We  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  hold  our  good  teachers 
again  this  year  as  it  helps  to  stabilize  the  school  program. 

Program 

We  were  able  to  improve  mathematics  and  reading  pro¬ 
grams  at  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade  levels  by  using  a 
rotating  teacher  once  again.  This  was  made  possible  because 
the  first  grade  enrollment  was  lower  thereby  calling  for  one 
less  teacher.  By  using  the  rotating  teacher  we  are  able  to 
group  the  pupils  into  smaller  and  more  homogeneous  groups 
in  reading  and  mathematics. 

We  have  introduced  a  class  called  “level  two”.  This  class 
is  for  pupils  who  did  not  complete  all  the  work  required  to 
be  promoted  to  the  second  grade.  It  is  our  aim  to  have  this 
small  group  of  pupils  work  up  to  grade  level  by  the  end  of 
this  academic  year. 

We  are  studying  the  newer  methods  of  teaching  both 
reading  and  English  at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school 
levels. 

There  are  many  programs  of  Federal  Aid  to  Education. 
We  will  apply  for  aid  in  all  the  areas  that  we  are  eligible  to 
receive  in.  We  have  received  aid  toward  our  guidance  pro¬ 
gram  as  well  as  mathematics  and  science  in  the  past. 

The  changes  in  education  today  are  very  rapid  and  we 
are  doing  our  best  to  keep  in  step  with  them. 
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Budget 

The  budget  increase  this  year  is  about  $27,000.00  or  9.7%. 
Teachers’  salaries  have  increased  by  $23,000.00.  We  have 
hired  one  more  teacher  and  the  balance  of  the  salary  increase 
is  due  to  the  new  schedule  of  $5,000.00  minimum  slary  to 
$7,400.00  maximum  salary  adopted  to  be  effective  September 
1965.  Increases  of  $1,300.00  in  general  control  and  $1,200.00 
in  transportation  make  up  the  major  part  of  the  increase 
after  salaries.  It  is  still  hoped  that  from  the  “Willis  Com¬ 
mission”  Report  or  some  other  source  a  program  of  increased 
State  Aid  will  be  developed  that  will  ease  the  burden  of 
school  costs  on  the  local  taxpayer. 

School  Plant 

The  program  of  repainting  the  classrooms  at  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  continued1  this  year  and  it  is  planned  to  com¬ 
plete  this  program  next  summer. 

It  was  necessary  to  replace  the  dishwashing  equipment  at 
the  Junior  High  School  last  summer  as  the  old  machine  was 
completely  worn  out.  Several  classrooms  at  the  Junior  High 
School  were  repainted.  The  northeast  corner  and  the  front 
canopy  of  the  building  were  repointed.  The  School  Committee 
hired  Almy  Associates  of  Fall  River  to  survey  the  Junior 
High  School  Building.  They  have  recommended  changes  in  the 
lighting,  the  heating,  replacement  of  floors  and  replacement  of 
the  back  stairways.  These  recommended  changes  are  being 
studied  by  the  Committee  and  will  be  incorporated  in  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  repairs  over  the  next  few  years. 

Enrollment 

While  our  enrollment  has  not  grown  the  way  a  town 
undergoing  rapid  expansion  would,  it  has  nevertheless  climbed 
slowly.  There  are  three  divisions  of  each  grade  except  the 
second  grade  which  has  four.  If  we  can  maintain  this  rate 
we  will  have  enough  room.  If  we  increase  to  four  divisions  per 
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grade  we  will  soon  run  out  of  classrooms.  It  is  our  hope  that 
more  room  will  be  made  available  at  the  Junior  High  School 
in  the  near  future  to  take  care  of  an  expanding  enrollment. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Rose  Borges  and  Mr.  Edward  Aleixo 
for  the  fine  way  they  have  run  their  schools  this  year  and  for 
their  excellent  cooperation.  My  appreciation  is  extended  to 
the  members  of  the  faculty  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  making 
our  school  program  a  success.  A  thank  you  is  extended  to  the 
cafeteria  workers  and  the  custodians.  These  people  do  a  great 
deal  to  make  our  schools  a  success. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
School  Committee  for  their  cooperation  over  the  past  year.

Pursuant  to  your  request,  herewith  is  submitted  my  sixth 
annual  report  as  the  principal  of  the  Dighton  Junior  High 
School. 

Enrollment : 

The  opening  school  enrollment  was  221  pupils.  Peak 
enrollment  reached  223  pupils. 

Curriculum : 

With  the  addition  of  one  more  teacher,  Mrs.  Jacqueline 
Cunniff,  we  were  able  to  affect  major  changes  in  our  sixth 
grade  operations.  We  have  completely  departmentalized  our 
sixth  grade  program  thereby  utilizing  to  the  fullest,  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  subject  matter  specialists. 

In  grades  seven  and  eight,  our  science  program  was 
strengthened  by  a  shift  in  emphasis  from  general  science, 
in  both  grades,  to  life  science  (biology)  in  grade  seven  and 
to  earth  science  in  grade  eight. 

Further  strengthening  our  academic  areas  was  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  the  latest  textbooks  in  most  areas. 

In  our  literature  program,  students  now  study  selected 
novels  as  well  as  the  usual  anthologies. 

Personnel : 

This  school  year  witnessed  many  changes  in  personnel. 
In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  Mrs.  Cuniff,  the  following 
individuals  were  engaged.  Miss  Kaaren  Harrington  for  girls’ 
physical  education;  Mr.  John  Masciarelli  for  boys’  physical 
education ;  and  Mr.  Paul  Johnson  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
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social  studies.  Our  head  custodian,  Mr.  Alvin  Silvia,  resigned 
and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Manuel  Sanson  as  head  and  Mr.  John 
White  was  hired  to  the  vacancy  created. 

Guidance : 

A  complete  testing  program  is  available  to  assist  us  in 
evaluating  pupils  progress  and  capabilities.  Close  contact  is 
maintained  with  existing  community  agencies  whose  assistance 
is  sought  when  needed. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities: 

Our  boys  and  girls  are  actively  participating  in  an  inter¬ 
scholastic  sports  program.  An  intramural  basketball  program 
is  also  available  for  those  not  able  to  participate  in  the  inter¬ 
scholastic  program.  Also  offered  to  students  are  a  student 
newspaper,  a  student  annual,  a  cheerleading  squad,  a  Lit  Club, 
a  Science  Club,  a  Chef’s  Club,  an  Art  Club,  Drama  Club.  We 
are  especially  proud  of  our  fine  band  and  glee  club.  Both  these 
groups  have  assisted  us  with  assembly  programs  and  in  other 
areas  as  well. 

Equipment  and  Repairs: 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  building  during  the 
past  year.  A  substantial  portion  of  the  building  was  repointed 
and  waterproofed.  New  lighting  fixtures  for  one  classroom,  the 
library,  and  the  art  room  were  installed.  A  large  area  of  the 
building,  6  rooms  and  some  hallways,  was  repainted.  A  re¬ 
placement  program  for  classroom  furniture  has  been  insti¬ 
tuted.  New  furniture,  desks  and  chairs,  was  obtained  for  one 
classroom.  It  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able  to  replace  all  the 
unserviceable  desks  over  a  period  of  time.  Our  dishwasher  in 
the  kitchen  was  replaced  by  a  new  unit. 

Miscellany : 

The  maintenance  of  the  building  requires  constant  atten¬ 
tion  and  concern,  and  Mr.  Sanson  and  Mr.  White  certainly  do 
an  admirable  job  in  this  regard. 
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Our  students  continue  to  enjoy  wholesome  nutritious 
meals  at  nominal  costs  and  the  cafeteria  staff  should  certainly 
be  commended  for  their  part. 

Conclusion : 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you 
and  to  the  school  committee  for  their  fine  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  understanding.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my  apreciation 
to  the  faculty  and  staff  for  their  help,  and  to  the  parents  of 
students  in  our  charge  for  their  encouragement  and  co-opera¬ 
tion.

Submitted  herewith  is  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
vising  Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment : 

The  total  enrollment  of  all  grades  as  of  October  first  was 
483.  There  are  three  classes  at  each  grade  level  plus  a  Year 
Two  Class  and  a  Special  Class.  There  has  been  a  change  this 
year  in  the  organization  of  the  Special  Class.  The  students  of 
Union  37  have  been  placed  in  classes  according  to  their  chrono¬ 
logical  age  group  namely: — Primary,  Intermediate,  Junior 
High  and  High  School.  The  Primary  Class  is  held  at  the 
Dighton  Elementary  School  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Mildred  Phillips  a  teacher  with  experience  in  the  area  of 
special  education. 

Curriculum : 

All  classes  are  participating  in  the  modern  mathematics 
program.  Students  in  Grades  1-2-3  and  5  are  using  the 
Addison  Wesley  Basic  Series  while  Grade  4  continues  to  use 
the  School  Mathematics  Study  Group  (SMSG)  materials. 
Homogenous  grouping  of  students  in  Grade  4  and  Grade  5 
for  mathematics  as  well  as  reading  is  being  conducted  at  the 
school  with  Mrs.  Lena  Cowell  as  the  rotating  teacher  in  both 
grades.  Members  of  the  faculty  are  being  given  an  opportunity 
to  attend  a  weekly  in-service  course  in  mathematics  with 
Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith,  Elementary  Supervisor,  as  instruc¬ 
tor. 

The  physical  education  program  is  scheduled  for  each 
class  on  a  weekly  basis.  The  two  new  instructors  who  meet 
with  our  students  are  Miss  Kaaren  Harrington  and  Mr.  John 
Masciarelli.  Good  health  is  important  in  the  growth  and 
development  of  a  good  sound  mind  and  body.

Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic 

The  speech  and  hearing  program  has  continued  under  the 
direction  of  Peter  B.  Denison,  M.A.  He  saw  the  entire  first 
grade  for  speech  improvement  and  readiness  until  Thanks¬ 
giving,  and  since  then  has  seen  those  who  have  seriously 
defective  speech  individually  or  in  small  groups.  This  year  the 
caseload  is  concentrated  almost  completely  in  the  first  and 
second  grades,  most  of  the  others  having  made  sufficient 
progress  to  be  discharged. 

Cafeteria 

The  School  Lunch  Program  offers  a  nutritional  well 
balanced  lunch  to  the  students  at  the  Dighton  Elementary 
School  and  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School.  Mrs.  Alfrena 
Bettencourt,  cafeteria  manager  and  her  assistants  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  success  of  this  program. 

Maintenance 

Mr.  Antone  Costa  and  Mr.  Frank  Rogers  are  accountable 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  school  plant.  They  should 
be  commended  for  a  job  well  done.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

The  year  1965  for  the  Town  of  Dighton  has  been  most 
productive  in  instrumental  music. 

The  deficiencies  that  existed  in  our  present  instrumenatl 
music  curriculum,  have  in  most  cases  been  corrected.  We  have 
at  this  time  a  musically  balanced  instrumental  program,  in 
that  we  are  not  overloaded  with  any  one  type  of  instru¬ 
mentalist.  Our  existing  musical  organizations  contain  for  the 
most  part,  the  correct  proportions  of  the  various  instruments 
to  give  us  the  balanced  sound  to  which  we  are  becoming  ac¬ 
customed,  and  with  sufficient  numbers  of  students  studying 
music  in  the  grades  to  perpetuate  this  balance. 

I  have  continued  in  my  endeavor  to  upgrade  our  equip¬ 
ment.  In  the  past,  most  of  our  instruments  and  accessories 
were  quite  antiquated1.  Consequently,  I  have  in  an  orderly 
manner,  purchased  new  equipment  by  competitive  bidding, 
retired  those  instruments  that  were  beyond  repair,  and  re¬ 
conditioned  many  that  were  still  usable.  By  continuing  this 
three  step  seqquence,  we  have  economically  kept  pace  with  our 
evolving  instrumental  program,  and  in  so  doing  have  been 
able  to  reach  a  larger  percentage  of  our  student  enrollment. 

The  following  recommendations  I  would  offer  for  the  year 
1966,  not  only  to  continue  orderly  expansion,  but  to  bring  our 
program  more  into  line  with  the  other  areas  of  our  school 
curriculum. 

1.  That  an  organized  music  department  be  set  up  on  the 

Union  level  with  a  designated  chairman  to  guide  and 

direct  all  musical  offerings,  in  all  schools. 
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2.  That  additional  personnel  be  secured  to  compliment 
our  existing  vocal  and  instrumental  instructors,  and  to 
start  a  string  instrument  program  in  grades  4,  5,  6,  and  7. 

3.  That  a  more  realistic  rehearsal  schedule  be  arranged 
within  the  two  Dighton  schools,  so  that  the  increasing 
demands  placed  on  the  school  musical  organizations  may 
be  met  in  a  more  equitable  manner. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  we  have  in  the  past  several 
years  seen  a  potentially  superior  music  curriculum  emerge,  but 
that  we  still  have  not  fully  realized  this  potential.

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  School  Nurse 
for  the  Dighton  Elementary  and  Dighton  Junior  High  Schools. 

Visual  Tests: 

All  of  the  children  in  both  schools  were  tested  with  the 
Titmus  Optical  Tester.  Failure  notices  were  sent  to  58  parents. 
53  of  the  children  who  failed  were  referred  to  Eye  Specialists. 

Audio  Tests: 

The  hearing  of  all  pupils  in  both  schools  were  tested 
individually  by  Maico  Audiometer.  Failure  notices  were  sent 
to  15  parents  and  all  15  children  were  referred  to  Ear 
Specialists. 

Immunization : 

Clinics  were  held  in  the  Elementary  School  in  March, 
April  and  May.  Initial  series  of  3  injections  of  Diphtheria, 
Pertussis  and  Tetanus  toxoid  vaccine  were  given  to  9  pupils 
in  Grade  1. 

Booster  injections  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  Toxoid  were 
given  to  100  pupils  in  Grades  1  and  6. 

Children  in  Grade  1,  6  and  11  will  be  offered  Booster  In¬ 
jections  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  Toxoid  vaccine  each  year 
so  that  each  child  may  have  continued  immunity  during  his 
or  her  school  years. 

At  the  May  Clinic  36  Pre-school  children  were  given 
Smallpox  Vaccinations  by  Dr.  Charles  Souza. 

Physical  Examinations: 

Pupils  in  Grades  1  &  4  and  pupils  taking  part  in  com¬ 
petitive  sports  in  the  Junior  High  School  were  given  physical 
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examinations  by  Dr.  Charles  Souza.  In  accordance  with  Massa¬ 
chusetts  State  Law  78  slips  were  sent  home  to  parents  re¬ 
questing  further  treatment. 

School  Illnesses  and  Accidents: 

During  the  school  year  1,101  children  reported  to  the 
Health  Room  at  the  Elementary  School.  98  children  were  sent 
home.  One  child  was  transported  to  Morton  Hospital  by  am¬ 
bulance.  39  sick  calls  were  made  to  the  Junior  High  School. 
Two  children  were  transported  to  Morton  Hospital,  one  by 
ambulance  and  one  by  car. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  entire  school  personnel  and  the 
parents  for  making  my  first  year  as  School  Nurse  a  most 
pleasant  experience.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  is  now  in  its’ 
sixth  year  of  operation.  We  are  undergoing  the  many  changes 
that  affect  most  modern  high  schools  today  as  far  as  curricu¬ 
lum  is  concerned. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  decreased  somewhat  in  September  as  the 
81  sophomores  we  had  from  Seekonk  return  to  enter  the 
Seekonk  High  School.  We  did  not  lose  a  full  81  pupils  as  we 
enrolled  30  more  pupils  from  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  than  we 
had  the  year  before.  Our  largest  class  now  is  the  senior  class 
with  235  pupils.  There  are  66  seniors  from  Seekonk  in  this 
class  which  causes  their  numbers  to  swell.  The  freshman  and 
sophomore  classes  number  around  180  pupils.  We  expect 
future  classes  to  number  around  200  pupils.  If  this  trend 
continues  we  should  reach  minimum-maximum  or  the  com¬ 
fortable  capacity  of  800  pupils  in  the  next  two  years. 

Finances 

The  gross  increase  in  the  budget  is  $58,000.00.  After 
anticipated  receipts  have  been  applied  the  net  operating 
budget  is  $412,742.00,  or  a  net  increase  of  $40,700.00.  The 
capital  budget  is  reduced  by  $4,505.00,  so  that  the  total  net 
increase  is  $36,200.00.  Largest  increase  is  noted  in  expense 
of  instruction  $42,000.00.  This  is  due  to  increases  in  teachers' 
salaries  and  two  new  teachers.  Another  area  of  increase  is  in 
outlay.  This  account  is  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and 
the  increase  if  $7,200.00  is  mainly  to  add  new  equipment  in 
science,  industrial  arts,  business  education  and  music. 

Items  that  have  been  applied  to  reduce  the  budget  are 
State  Aid  for  transportation  $36,000.00;  State  Aid  for  Vo¬ 
cational  Education  $19,600.00;  Tuition  from  other  towns 
$68,613.00  and  a  transfer  from  1965  estimated  receipts  of 
$40,000.00. 
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The  tuition  receipts  will  be  reduced  quite  a  bit  when  all 
Seekonk  pupils  leave.  Dighton  will  pay  42.31%  of  the  net 
operating  cost  and  Rehoboth  will  pay  57.69%  of  the  same. 

Faculty 

We  have  been  able  to  maintain  an  excellent  faculty.  We 
lost  four  members  of  our  English  Department  namely  Mrs. 
Janice  Garda,  Miss  Ethel  Fraga,  Mr.  Peter  Nord  and  Mr. 
James  Rogers.  Each  of.  these  people  went  to  teach  in  other 
school  systems.  Three  out  of  the  four  obtained  positions 
nearer  their  homes.  Mr.  James  Owens  and  Mr.  Louis  Gizzi 
left  to  teach  in  Somerset  and  work  in  New  York  respectively. 
Mr.  Robert  Richards  did  not  return  to  teach  special  class. 

The  new  teachers  hired  in  the  English  Department  were 
Mr.  Maurice  LeVasseur,  who  has  previously  taught  in  Wis¬ 
consin;  Mr.  David  Marsden  a  graduate  of  Northeastern  Uni¬ 
versity  ;  Mr.  Paul  Wynn  a  graduate  of  Providence  College  and 
Mrs.  Lynne  Kane  who  was  a  graduate  student  at  Brown 
University. 

Mr.  Joseph  Cousineau,  who  had  taught  in  Newport  and 
Mr.  Arthur  Tobin  were  hired  to  teach  industrial  arts.  Both 
of  these  men  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in  industry. 

Mr.  Russell  Latham  returned  to  us  from  Brockton  to 
assume  the  duty  of  special  class  teacher  and  coordinator  of 
special  classes  in  Union  #37. 

Program 

As  I  stated  previously  our  curriculum  is  constantly 
changing.  An  example  of  this  is  the  general  science  curriculum. 
This  was  formerly  a  textbook  course  with  laboratory  demon¬ 
stration  by  the  teacher.  This  is  now  a  full  laboratory  course 
with  the  pupils  performing  the  experiments.  Rapid  changes 
are  also  taking  place  in  all  other  areas  of  science  to  meet 
the  challenge  of  modern  scientific  discovery. 

It  would  appear  at  this  time  that  the  course  of  study  in 
English  will  undergo  a  change  similar  to  that  experienced  in 
mathematics.  Work  is  being  done  to  develop  a  way  of  teaching 
English  “with  meaning”.  This  project  is  an  experiment  on  the 
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National  level  and  has  not  reached  our  school  to  any  great 
degree  as  yet. 

We  are  expanding  our  industrial  arts  program  to  include 
some  basic  machine  shop  work.  There  is  a  need  for  workers 
in  this  area  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  prepare  some  of  our 
boys  for  this  type  of  work. 

The  Vocational  School  program  is  the  same  as  we  have 
been  offering.  We  have  improved  the  instruction  by  introduc¬ 
ing  a  “Clayton  Dynamometer”  for  testing  in  the  auto  shop. 
We  have  also  changed  over  the  spray  painting  equipment  in 
the  wood  shop. 

We  have  also  turned  to  the  world  outside  for  help  with 
instruction.  Instructors  have  visited  the  school  from  Chrysler 
Corporation,  Volkswagen,  and  General  Motors.  These  people 
have  been  a  great  help  to  our  instructors. 

Managers  of  various  mill  carpentry  shops  in  the  area 
have  visited  our  mill  carpentry  shop  and  given  us  excellent 
suggestions  as  to  what  we  should  do  in  teaching  the  boys 
the  latest  methods. 

In  adult  education,  we  ran  an  eight  month  program  in 
Auto  Body  Repair  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  Em¬ 
ployment  Office  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Voca¬ 
tional  Education.  Fifteen  men  completed  this  Manpower  Devel¬ 
opment  Training  Course  which  was  financed  entirely  by 
Federal  Funds. 

We  are  presently  conducting  a  fifty  hour  course  in  “Used 
Car  Reconditioning”  for  boys  of  high  school  age  who  could 
profit  from  this  training.  This  course  is  conducted  after  the 
normal  school  hours  and  is  financed  by  State  and  Federal 
Funds. 

As  you  can  see  many  changes  are  taking  place  and  to 
help  teachers  keep  up  with  the  pace  the  School  Committee 
voted  to  pay  fifty  dollars  toward  any  course  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  instructor  and  the  administration  would  be  valuable  to 
the  teach  and  the  school.  This  cannot  exceed  two  courses  per 
year. 
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Maintenance 

Our  maintenance  budget  for  this  year  will  show  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $575.00.  Most  of  this  increase  will  go  toward  minor 
repairs  to  small  equipment  such  as  projectors,  business 
machines,  science  and  music  equipment. 

In  general  our  building  is  holding  up  very  well  under  the 
careful  attention  of  Mr.  Howell  Carr  and  his  fine  crew  of 
custodians. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  commend  Mrs.  Ella  Jones  and  her 
cafeteria  staff  for  their  fine  work  in  producing  excellent  meals 
and  keeping  our  cafeteria  a  number  one  establishment. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Leo  Duffy  for  her  work  as 
school  nurse.  She  does  excellent  work  in  not  only  keeping  us 
well  but  maintaining  our  health  records. 

Finally  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Joseph  Harrington,  the 
principal,  Mr.  Richard  Dias,  his  assistant,  Mr.  Francis  Vitale 
the  guidance  director  and  Mr.  Charles  Day,  the  Vocational 
School  Director,  for  their  cooperation  and  spirit  in  maintaining 
good  standards  for  our  pupils.  It  is  through  the  work  of  these 
people  and  our  excellent  faculty  that  our  pupils  have  estab¬ 
lished  good  records  in  employment  as  well  as  in  post  secondary 
schools. 

To  the  citizens  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  I  wish  to  extend 
an  invitation  to  you  to  visit  our  school  and  also  to  take  part 
in  many  of  the  evening  courses  offered  at  this  school.
